Left in his own 
Hand-Writing, and by him defired to be 
publiſhed after his Death.

Note, That this Perſon was none of thoſe concern'd in the Diſtur- 
bance made in the Gaol the night before the Execution. 


T was the expectation of Spectators upon this occaſion, to have ſomethin 
by way ot Confeſſion from dying Perſons, but I have little to fay as 
to give any further ſatisfaction to the World, than what T did before I 
parted with the Priſon to a Worthy Divine. As to my Suffering this ig- 
nominous Death, I own it my deſerts, for the great Sins againſt my righte- 
ous God, who I have offended in fo great a nature, and heartily forgive 
thoſe my Proſecutors. But I muſt declare to the World, that there was a 
great Rigor ſhown upon my Tryals, having two potent Enemies, z. 
Mr. Rich=<-—ſon and Whit—d, who were reſolved to bring Mr. Stafford 
oft to ſend me out of the World, for he was in every Fact I then commit- 
red : When I came firſt ro Priſon, the Major pretended a great deal of 
kindneſs it I would but diſcover ſome things to him, which was much a» 
gainſt my Principle ; but knowing it the property of Mr. Kichgr-+-ſon to 
talſify his word, I diſcover'd a Robbery which one of his Creafures was 
in, and who hath been ſeveral Years a Pentioner to Whit—d ; for let a 
Man be never fo great a Rogue, if he bleeds (as they call it) needs never 
fear hanging, but it I had liv'd, ſhould heve been the occaſion (as they 
knew) of their Friends Conviction. I freely forgive them, and I beſeech 

the Lord to do the fame, and all the World who have done me wrong. 
Gentlemen ! I know ſome Perſons in Town are not ignorant of my 
Education, which my Parents in a ſufficient manner beſtow'd upon me, 
breeding me to the Law, but ſome Crofles attending me, I was obliged 
to try my Fortune 1n. ZZo/land, in Service againſt the French ; and moſt 
part of imy time fince I came to my native Country, has been in the way

of a Souldicr, and rode in the Guards when King James If the Nation, 
which was the occaſion of my being our of Impioyment ; and hath 
ſince indeavoaured to ger into their preſent Majeſtics Service, . but found 
it very diſhcult, winch egus'd me ro take-ill Conrfes ; But Þ-wanld 4d- 
biſe all Pb-ſ@ds to embrace, mean thifos rather thaty/1the indirect Coorfes. 


But tis I i32ve to lay for my telt, th: it was always my great defire to 
be in employment, which is the only means to prevent ull Courſes and 
divert ?A-n tom Debaucheries, witch God knows [ have beca too much

- 1 beſeech thee, O Father, to inſpire me with thy Hoty Spirit, 
that I may know and underſtand that great and vajt Eternity I am now plunging 
into, that TI ſhall immediately appear befor: ti ee to give an Account of all my 
Attions : O my moft good and gratious God be not ſevere with thy Servant, 
for in thy ſight no Maa living can be juſtified. Sza/ me a pardon for al! my Sins ;; 
ſpeak comfort wnio my poor Soul, and ſay unto me, Son, be ol good cheer, 
for thy Sins are forgiven thee: That having this great Aſſurance through 
hope, I may be taken into thy Heavenly Kingdom, there to ſing Hallelajabs and 
Praiſes with thy Saints and Angels. Grant good God, that as I am now goin 
out of the World, I may freely from the bottom of wy Heart, forgive all that 
have done me any wrong, even as I hope to have my Sins an, +6: hap God 
Almighty. Blejs this Church and State, the Ring ard Queens Majeſties, grant 
them O Lord, a long and proſperous Reign, and that they maintain true Re- 
lizion and Vertue amongſt thy People thou haſt committed to their charge, 
Blefs and think upon all my Friends and Chriſtian Relations, who are near 
and dear unto me 5 grant good God, that every one of them may live in thy fear 
and die in thy favour, that when they depart this Life, thou mayſ? receive them 
into eternal Glory. O my God, at this inſtant of time znſpire me with th 
Divine Spirit, that I may with thy holy Martyr St. Stephen, ſee ſome 
glympſe of thy Glory ; and when my Breath 1s going out of my Body, my Soul 
may be carried into Heaven: Even ſo Lord Jeſus come quickly. Amen. 
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
